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Stvarms  of  Fiery  Rocket  Bombs 
Pass  Over  Mystified  Stockholm

Stockholm,  August  IL— A svarm 
o£  rocket  bombs  passed  over  Stock- 
holm at  10  okrlock  tonight.  The 
course  as  usual  was  from  the  south- 
east  to  the  northwest,  Reports  to 
the  Swedish  General  Stalf  stress 
the  bombs  as  resembling  a firebal! 
with  a lon  g*  luminous  tall  b ut  some 
obser  vers  have  seen  a dgav-shaped 
bomb  at  1,500  leet  travelling  at  a 
rather  slov  speed,  Some  even  re- 
port having  seen  the  bombs  crash 
and  the  General  Staff  was  working 
at  bighest  pressurc  tonight  to  deter- 
mine  their  origin. 


Sweden  Seen  as  Target  Area 

Slockholm,  August  IL  — (fl*)— 
Ghost  rockets — mysterious  spool- 
shaped  speeding  objeets  with  fiery 
tails— have  become  a common  sight 
in  Sweden,  and  military  officials 
no  lon  ger  doubt  t hat  the  country 
is  in  a t arge t area  for  experimenta- 
Lon  with  remotely-controlled  mis- 
siles. 

Since  July  1 newspapers  have 
publ  ished  reports  of  the  fly  ing 
ilrebalJs  nearly  every  day. 

In  the  begirming  many  be  lie  v ed 
exeited  eye-wilnesses  bad  seen  nö- 
tning more  ominous  than  meteors. 
However,  between  July  9 and  July 


12  military  authorities  received  3ö0 
lepcrts  oif  the  missiles  and  since 
t. hat  lime  added  reports  have  pour- 
ed  in  daily. 

Fragments  examined  by  scientists 
ga  ve  little  in  the  way  of  elues,  ex- 
cept  to  indicate  the  presence  of 
coke  and  other  common  materials, 

Authorities,  promising  a com- 
munique  on  the  resuds  of  the  'n- 
vestigation  with  in  a few  days,  have 
eautioned  Swedish  newspapers  not 
to  publish  the  na  mes  of  places 
where  the  ghost  rockets  appear, 
so  that  the  senders  would  not  be 
provided  with  im portant  data.  Of- 
ficial  quarters  dec iined  to  speculate 
on  the  source  of  the  missi  les.  but 
ic  vas  believed  elsewhere  that  the 
rockets  come  from  some  plaeealong 
the  B a lli c c oas  t of  Ger  many, 

The  Swedish  public  has  taken 
the  rockets  with  surprising  caltn. 
Fears  that  a missile  might  do  dam- 
age  in  a densely-popu lated  area 
have  not  been  realized. 

Nobody  seems  lo  think  Ihese 
rockets  indicale  any  military  pre- 
parat i ons  against  Sweden,  but  the 
people  here  are  puzzled  at  Swed- 
en's  being  in  a t arget  area  when 
an  uniimited  amount  of  uninha bit- 
ed area  must  be  available  for  ex- 
perimentation.
